In almost every district there 
is a source of cheap seed avail- 
able to farmers, some of which 
is often quite as good as regist- 
sced.

stocks are sometimes known as

this summer. Some of these 
stocks were classed by profes- 
sional cerealists and _ plant 
breeders as being almost com- 
pletely true to variety. A simple

Soil Conservation 


THE QUESTION OF SOIL CONSERVATION in Canada has taken on 
growing importance in recent years. The abundance of good land, and the 
general high fertility of the soil did not lead those who came to open up 
the country's great farming areas to think seriously of soil conservation. 
It is now apparent, however, that to retain the fertility of the soil in many 
parts of the country is becoming a very grave problem, It is disturbing to 
contemplate the possibility of many of Canada’s rich farming districts some 
day becoming waste lands, but there is apparently real danger of such a 
situation occurring if successful methods of soil conservation are not prac- 
ticed,

Add 21% cups 
sifted flour, or enough to make 
a soft dough. Knead lightly; 
place in greased bowl, Cover;

bulk, about 2 hours, Roll out 
dough to ¥%4" thickness and 
place in greased shallow pan, 
Let rise in warm place, free 
from draft, until light, about 
1% hours. Prick top with fork 
and brush with 3 tablespoons 
melted shortening. Cream 3 
tablespoons butter or shorten- 
ing, add 3 tablespoons sugar 
gradually, mixing well. Add 4% 
cup sifted flour, 1% cup dry, fine 
cake or bread crumbs, and 4% 
teaspoon cinnamon; stir until 
well mixed and crumbly, Sprin- 
kle on top of cake. Let rise 
again in warm place about % 
hour. Beke in moderate oven 
at 400°F, about 20 minutes,

Canada Thistle is by far 


most widespread perennial 


the 

in 
this municipality. Toad Flax is 
another perennial weed that is 
giving trouble in some areas. 
The control measures for these 
weeds are very similar and con 
trary to the belief of some far: 
mers these weeds can be suc- 
cessfully eradicated by cultiva- 
tion, 

These are a few points that 
should be kept in mind when 
combatting Canada Thistle. 

Cut all 


growth to prevent scattering of 


and burn mature 
seed, 

Cultivate thoroughly the 
fall using a sharp duck foot cul- 
tivatoi or a tiller, Shallow cul- 


in 


tivation is just as effective as 
deep cultivation. 

When cultivating make sure 
that every shoot is killed. Do 
not allow new growth to remain 
more than a week after it em- 
erges before cultivating again. 

Centinue cultivation right up 
to freeze up, 

Success in controlling Can- 
ada Thistle or any other per- 
ennial weeds depends upon the 
thoreughness and persistance of 
the operator. An all out effort 
now will go a long way toward 
the complete eradication of this 


pest.

his new insect wag diecover- 
ed by Bill Bates, and then only 
by accident. He cut his sweet 
clover hay crop and a few days 


later he saw that his alfalfa 


field alongside the former 
sweet clover patch was being 
stripped of its leaves. He invest 
igated and found the sweet 


clover weevil. 

We do know that a fair mea- 
sure of control can be had by 
ploughing down the _ growing 
crop of sweet clover to a depth 
oc si xinches in the fall but in 
this way we lose our hay crop. 
A second control measure is to 
dust or spray with a three per- 
cent DDT dust. .That is to say, 
it the hay crop has been cut and 
the weevils move into your ai 
talat, a dusting ot the alfalza 
with a three percent DD’ mix- 
ture will reduce the number 
and effect control. 

Lhis insect has two probsga- 
tions a year. Lhe first family 
can fly, thus seeking new loca- 
tions to feast on sweet clover. 
lhe second generation do not 
tly but are the means of pro- 
pagation for the next year. This 
beetle is almost noxturnal in 
its habits as it does not work 
actively during the bright sun- 
shine therefore you wil! be ob- 
liged to look at the base of the 
sweet clover or alfalfa plants 
to find this pest. 

The dusting should cove: a 
surface of five feet wide on the 
effected alfalfa field. As the 
w eevils move ahead they con- 


sume the dusted plants and are 


destrayed. 

G. A, Hobbs, entomolog ist 
advises that alfalfa and sweet 
clover should not be planted 


close together so as toc avoid
